telephone on a miniature scale, in 
the First Congregational Church, 
eleven deaf members of that society 
are hearing each Sunday the 
sermons of Rev. Randolph Smith, 
and the number is steadily increas- 
ing. 

Yesterday for the first time four 
of the deaf members of the First 
Presbyterian Church had an op- 
portunity for hearing the sermon of 
Rev. J. J. Lawrence, and as a result 
it is thought this church also will* 
adopt the system, and in addition 
one of its members will have a wire 
carried from the pulpit to his home, 
half a mile away, where his son, 
unable to leave the house to attend 
church, can each Sunday hear the 
the services. 

This method of bringing the 
pastor close to his deaf parishioners, 
or into the homes of the sick, is 
claimed by the manufacturers to be 
used throughout Europe and the 
United States. At least 20,000 
people, so it is claimed, are listening 
to the services through the in- 
strument, enjoying both the siuging 
and preaching. 

The instrument consists of a trans- 
mitter, a wire carrying the message 
to the pew, and the receiver. The 
transmitter is an oblong box-like 
affair erected on a pedestal directly 
iu frout of the pulpit, but by no 
means conspicuous. Underneath 
this transmitter, in the pulpit some- 
times, is the battery which furnishes 
the electiical power, necessary for 
the transmission of the messages. 
The wires run from the pulpit, under 
the flooring to the pews where sit 
the members who ordinarily have 
difficulty in hearing the sermon, or 
maybe cannot hear at all. The 
eeiver is a small, telephone shaped 
piece, mounted on the eud of a little 
handle, by means of which it is 
pressed against the ear. 

By aid of the acousticon the vol- 
ume of sound is increased about 
the times. The transmitter in 
front of the pulpit at the First Pres- 
byteiiaa Church has four disks 
placed along its surface, such disks 
being about the same shape and ap- 
pearance as the disks in the re- 
ceiver and the transmitter of the 
ordinary telephone. It is the vibra- 
tions from these disks that sends 
the sound along the wire to the h 
er, just as the sound goes over the 
telephone. 

It is not necessary for the speaker 
to stand in frout of the transmit- 
ter, but he may stand at any 
point within a reasonable distance. 
By this wideness of latitude the 
acousticon is being adapted to the 
stage, and it is propose qolp 

one of the theaters in this city with 
several of the instruments.

— Methods which 
have proven successful in Boston, 
London and Edinburgh have beeu 
applied to the tuberculosis warfare 
in Albany with equal success, 
through the Guild for the Care of 
The Guild's report just 
issued is of interest to every city in 
the State, especially where there is 
to be a tuberculosis dispensary or a 
visiting nurse. 

According to this report it is not 
enough to visit the homes, fumigate 
and clean them, to provide single 
for advanced cases of con sump 
tion, to make comforters out of old 
blankets with eight layers of news- 
papers sewed between, and to 
provide eggs and milk for those un- 
able to pay for them. It is the 
conviction of all visiting nu 
that protection to the community 
can be obtained effectively only by 
segregating the case in an institu- 
tion. The experience of the nu 
of the Albany Guild has shown that 
patients so near the poverty line 
that they are unable to pay for 
hospital treatment hesitate to go to 
the county house, and those unfor- 
tunates who are forced to go must 
give ut> hope. Fresh air may be 
had at the county house, but it is not 
usual to provide warm sleeping bags 
and comforters and a special diet of 
of three quarts of milk and two 
dozen eggs per day for county de- 
pend t the almshouse. The 
Albany Guild has gone at the work

Cohoks, May 31. — Forty-nine 
deaths in 1908 froui a preventable 
and curable disease have awakened 
the citizens of Cohoes to take vi- 
gorous steps to reduce this unneces- 
sary mortality. On June 2d there 
was opened in the City Hall a 
dispensary for the free treatment of 
Tuberculosis. The clinic days will be 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays, 
at four o'clock, Ke- 

ough and Archibold being in charge. 
The movement for the establishment 
of this dispensary was started by the 

ness Men's Association ot 
hoes last October, after the County 
fair at Cambridge, where a large 
map, showing the appalling number 
Of deaths from Tuberculosis in Co- 
hoes, was displayed in connection 
with the Tuberculosis bCxhibitionoi 
the State Charities Aid Association. 
On October 20th the Business Men's 
ion, in a letter to the Board 
of Health, called attention to the 
fact that, in a period often years in 
Cohoes, there had been 552 deaths 
from tuberculosis, Troy being the 
only city in the State showing a 
higher death rate.

storic times. About four hundred 
year* B.C. Archytaa of Tarentum is said to 
have manufactured a wooden pigeon which 
could fly Over two hundred years ago 
Laos made a balloon having four large 
balls and a sail. He did not expect to go 
up very high, but to travel above the 
bouses and hills in the direction of the 
wind, , . 

1766 Cavendiah discovered the pro- 
perties of hydrogen gas. This gave the 
first hint of a practical method of aerial 
navigation. About 1783 the Frenchman, 
Montgolfier, made the first successful at- 
tempt at ballooning. He used warm air. 
An improvement on this was to fill the bal- 
loon with a light air instead of hot air. 

Experimenters have been making bal- 
loon* equipped with motor* to be profi- 
led and steered by fans. These are called 
dirigible airships. The Wright brothers 
made a succeaaful aeroplane, and it will 
cause no great suprise ir we soon see some

to the late Rev. Thomas Uallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Pariah 
Botldjng for St. Aud'h Ohoreh for 
Deaf-Miiten. The present Church 
It litOEted on 148th Street, just west 
of Amaterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
Hue Of Uih street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to \\u* church edifice and be a center 
of religiooj >ini social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped (lining his lifetime to see the 
erection of thin building, winch 
would haye completed the church 

with whicl* his mury hai always 
been associated. Thii was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial lo him that 
this work be now undertaken. St, 
Ann's Church Is used wholly toi 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the Street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be lines 
Stories lU height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Th© 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
i Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
Itself, In its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 

heaitily endorse the memorial.
